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Alameda County. 
O akland, April 19th.—The business outlook of 
Oakltnd and Alameda county was never more prom­ 
ising than it is at present. In the matter of real 
estate, which has fallen in previous years and more 
recently come to a standstill, there is a decided ad­ 
vance, which promises to be healthy and c ntinu- 
ous. The auction sales, which are a fair criterion 
of values, have been favorable to the general devel­ 
opment. Building property in West Oakland, in 
the city proper, and in fact in all parts, has com 
manded fair prices under the hammer, and in many 
:ases property has been resold at an advance by the 
bidders before the negotiations were com­ 
pleted. 
On all the property sold in lots 
there has been more or less immediate erec­ 
tion of buildings. All over the city houses 
are being erected, and more are proposed. Business 
property is in demand, and two fine business blocks 
are projected. In the outlying towns an improve­ 
ment is noted in buildings of all kind, especially 
Alameda, Berkeley and the towns on the lines of the 
railroads. The building for the season will probably 
amount to $1,000,000 worth. The manufacturing 
interests have taken an exceedingly favorable start. 
In consequenoe of the confidence reposed in the 
speedy adjustment of the water-front suits, several 
new establishments have been commenced, one for 
hosiery, which has increased its force and doubled 
its pay-roll during the last month, and one for agri­ 
cultural implements. There is al9o a plow company 
about to commence ojorationsat San Leandro Rep­ 
resentative capitalists from the East have been out 
and telected sites, and their companies promise to 
commence work this season. Industries of all kinds 
are looking up, and there is a demand for labor. It 
is estimated that from 500 to 700 more persons will 
be given employment in the various fields of labor 
within the next month or six weeks. 
Business is 
picking up, and a general confidence pervades the 
community. 
Mission San J ose.—The wine, grain and haycrops 
in this vicinity are very promising, the season hav­ 
ing been very favorable. During the past season 
over 60,000 gallons of wine were produced *t the 
Mission, and several hundred tons of grapes were 
shipped and sold. A number of rew vineyards have 
been planted around here the past spring. This 
section has alway8 labored under the disadvantage 
of being held in large tracts, which could have been 
advantageously subdivided and made more product­ 
ive, while supporting a larger population. Several 
of these tract-* will soon be subdivided and placed 
on the market. The fine quality of the soil and the 
fact that a large belt of land around here is per­ 
fectly free from frost, makes it one of the most de­ 
sirable localities known for vineyard-planting. 
During the )>ast season several parties have realized 
as high as 8125 J>er acre from grapes. Lemons, 
oranges, fig3 and olives flourish around here at all 
times, and are never affected by frost. One lemon 
tree growing here has yielded over 300 lemons to 
i s owner this season. It is reported that a railroad 
from Newark to this point and beyond has been 
projected, a company formed, and in all probability 
the project will be carried out. Ti.is section has 
a wavs contributed very largely to the C. P. R. R. 
traffic, both in freight and passengers, and the 
greater part of this will take advantage of the new 
route. The result will inevitably be that in a short 
time land which is now worth from $75 to $1C0 will 
readily brirg over $209 per acre, and the population 
w; l largely increase. 
Niles.- 
prospects for a large crop of grain 
were never better. Fully as much land is sown as 
there was last year, and it is now conceded that the 
yield will he at leart onc-third more. The fruit and 
almond crop will be the largest we have hail for 
g veral >tars. 
There has been several hundred 
a-res of new vineyards and orchards started this

Ioxb.—In view of a promising harvest, a marked 
i nprovemcnt is observable in business circles. The 
ftnners are hopeful of good crop?, and are busv 
making preparations to that end. The merchants 
arc laying in a large stock of spring goods. While 
no new enterprises are in contemplation, and prob­ 
ably but little building will be done this summer. 
the old branches of business are in a pros 
p rous condition. There are no empty dwellings 
or storehouses in town. Freighting hv teams from 
the lone depot lms revised since the suspension of 
the Folsom and Placerville Railroad, giving employ­ 
ment to a good man\ tiams ; but no permanency is 
attached to it. There are about 900 tons of old 
wheat in the county, and 5,500 barrels of flour in 
the mills of lone. The supply of farm iabor is 
about equal to the demand, and the same is the 
case in the mines. The general health of the valley 
:9 good, and the weather is favorable to the crops. 
Our schools are well conducted and in a prosperous 
v mdition. The roughs about town and the hood­ 
lums are governed by the “ curfew" regulations, 
w hich work to a charm.R a lle . 
Chico.—The business outlook for the season fit 
this sectiou is more promising than it has been for 
five vears. 1 he building oper»ti< ns have been large, 
and all the dwelling and stores that have been 
erected during the past year, and those now under 
construction, are of the most substantial character. 
The advantages of the Chico iron works are ap 
predated, and all the stores now built have iron 
fronts. The mechanics arc all employed in all 
branches, there being no idle ones to be found in 
the city. The building boom is not confined to the 
dtv but all over the county substantial farm­ 
houses, bams, etc , are being erected. The Chico 
match factory changed hand* lately, and it will soon 
be enlarged to meet th i demand in Northern Cali­ 
fornia. There is a movement on foot to bring in 
new water power from tl* hill* some tcu miles 
distant, which will be utilized for supplying the 
town, instead of the present process of pumping. 
This i-owcr will also be used fcr manufacturing pur­ 
poses, and there is some talk of a pa|*er mill, as wc 
have plcuty of straw handy which is now wasted. 
There are no empty houses in the city, which is a 
good sign. Taken altogether, the business outlook 
in this section was never bettor. There have been 
no failures during the past year, and our merchants 
are enterprising and liberal. The crop outlook was 
never letter. 
Oroville. -The present business outlook of this 
place is quite fl ittering. Our mining season has 
been good- above the average. The crop prospects 
are also ven fair, though some grain is drowned sut 
on the low flat lands, and not so much is planted as 
last year. Our burnt district on Montgomery street 
will bs rebuilt with brick as soon os they can be 
manufactured, (¿ait* a number of dwelling» will 
a!s*« be erected here this season ; also a number of 
those on the lower grounds in town are be'ng raised 
and the lota filled in above the high-water mark of 
last winter. A contract has also been let for 
rebuilding two spans of our bridge, one of 
180 and Oni of 218 feet, on a combination iron and 
truss plan, at a cost of $LC,200. The outlook for the 
lumber trade rs better now than for several years, 
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and the mills in this vicinity are preparing for 
heavy season’s work. The freighting season has not 
yet beguu, as the roads over the mountains are not 
open except for light teams ; but our merchants are 
anticipating and preparing for an unusually heavy 
season’s trade. In the line of manufactures, 
woolen mill is on the tapis, and there is also talk of 
a foundry and michiue shop. One flour mill is pre- 
I»aring for a full season’s run, having a permanent 
demand for all it can supply. The general outlook 
promises a more prosperous business than for severa1 
years, t 
Contra Cotta. 
Martinez.—The outlook in this section as regards 
business is not better than an average, prices ruling 
low for crop products. 
The farmers have mostly 
held, entailing extra expenses for storage, interest, 
etc., and now prices are as low for wheat and barley 
as at any time during the season, so that the profits 
of farmers, if any, as a total are very light. No 
manufacturing enterprises have beeu started in this 
vicinity. The wharves and warehouses at Port 
Costa have created considerable activity at that 
point, and with further improvements that will 
probably be made there this spring, it will become 
an important shipping point. At Valina, just below 
Port Costa, it is the intention of parties to erect and 
run large agricultural machinery works. The Car- 
quinez straits, owing to the fact that ship and rail 
meet there, offer many advantages for manufactur­ 
ing and other enterprises, there being water suffi­ 
cient to lay the largest ships immediately abreast 
the railroad. The crop prospects are good, but the 
acreage is 20 per cent, below an average. The crops 
look remarkably welL 
T eliam a. 
Red Bluff.—The present outlook isa most grand 
one for Red Bluff and Tehama county. There are 
now in course of construction five new residences, 
the average cost beiug some £1,500 each, and two 
two story brick business houses on Main street. The 
Masonic fraternity will soon cmnmeuce the work of 
tearing down their hall build ng, and the erection 
on the grounds of a fine three-story Masonic 
Temple, the cost of which will reach some $25,000 
or £10,000. Three two-story bricks will be erected 
on Main street, between Pine and Walnut, which 
will complete the entire rebuilding of that burnt 
district. Several other parties are awaiting plans 
and specifications new in the hands of the architect 
to commence the erection of fine residence. Besides 
the above, grounds are staked of in innumerable 
places for the erection of small or cottage residences. 
It is stated that a company has been formed to con­ 
struct a large canal from the Iron canyon, some 
seven miles above here, on the Sacramento river, 
into the upper end of Red Bluff, for manufacturing 
ami irrigating purposes, and that parties are already 
negotiating for the necessary machinery for a w oolen 
mill. A site for a new steam flouring mill has been 
purchased, the mill to be running in time for this 
season’s crop. 
Our neighboring town of Teliama seems to be im­ 
bued with a like building mania, as several new 
buildings are now m course of construction, and 
many more in contemplation as soon as lumner and 
material can be h id and mech iuics to do the work. 
There was never a more flattering outlook for the 
farmer, the mechanic or business man than the 
present season betokens The fruit crop, which 
was supposed to be badly injured by the late frosts, 
will make a fair if not a full average yield, while 
the present outlook for the wheat yield, partly in 
consequence of a greater acreage, is fully up to if 
not greater than that of last year. It is feared that 
the great demand for labor in all the various 
branches of industry will be greater than the sup- 
plv. 
FI D orado. 
Plackkville.—The business outlook is good 
though theic is not much building to be expected’ 
There will be a targe yield of fruit of all kinds. The 
ricultural outlook for the county was never bet­ 
ter. There is a large winery in course of construc­ 
tion at El Dorado, aud also one at Shingle Springs. 
There will be a larger yield of raisins for the year of 
1881 than ever before. No demand for labor exists 
at present, though there is great activity in mining 
circles. 
F ren o . 
Fresno.—The business outlook of this fectiou is 
veiy flattering. The farmers feel assured of good 
crops, and are making improvements of a substan­ 
tial r ature. The continual stream of new settlers 
that is coming creates a lively business in real es­ 
tate in town. There are four brick business houses 
in course of construction, and eight or ten dwell- 
igs. In the country a large number of new dwell­ 
ings are being built, but most of them are of a 
temporary character, their owners intending to 
shortly supplant them by buildings of a substan- 
ial character. There will undoubtedly be a large 
amount of building dune here this season. Not less 
than 100 new buildings will be erected. Wilson k 
Son are just completing a large flouring mill at a 
cost 
about $20,000, and there is a probability that 
large distillery and w ine cellar will be put up in 
time to handle this season's grape crop. There is 
and will be a g?od demand for labor.

Eureka The outlook f«-r Humboldt county lias 
not been more favorable or promising for many 
years than at the present time. While there h:«s 
been a sufficiency of rain during the winter, yet it 
has been equally distributed, there being no very 
severe storms. In consequence grass has grown 
finely, stock is doing well and the prospects for the 
wool clip is most flattering. The crop of lambs was 
large and the death rate very small. The croj»s in 
the farming cjuntry arc all in and growing finely, 
promising a good yield. Building will not be prose­ 
cuted to a very great extent this season. Consider­ 
able attention is being paid to the manufacturing of 
lumber, and a new mill will be built at once on Mad 
river, taking its course up the south side of the 
stream to a heavy aud extensive tract of railroad 
timber. An active huuiness is being done in thip- 
building, three large vessels now being on the 
stocks and a fourth already contracted for. The 
demand for skilled labor is good. The general state 
of affairs in Humboldt county is good, and the pros 
pects for the immediate future is very promising.

Railroad connec­ 
tion with Arizona has furnished a steady and con­ 
stantly increasing market for form and garden pro­ 
duct!» of all kinds, the demand, in the matter of but­ 
ter »nd eggs particularly, exceeding the supply. 
The crop pro?pcct8 throughout the county, with the 
exception of a limited see*ion in the southeastern 
portion, are good, the late rains having put l>eyoud 
doubt tiie harvesting of a full average crop. In real 
estate the tendency is upward, all the eligible prop­ 
erty on the market going off rapidly. Building 
promises to he active. New buildings, to cost in the 
aggregate $150,000, are contemplated, many of 
which, have airead} been contracted for Among 
th«*se contemplated are three chucrch edifices 
Episcopalian, to cost $10,000 ; Presbyterian, 810,000, 
and Christian, *5,000.

Mendocino.—The business outlook of this place 
for the season is good. The prospect is that a num­ 
ber of new’ dwelling-houses will be built during the 
season, but so far no new buildings for business 
purposes are contemplated. The saw-null at this 
place has already started to run an additional set of 
saws to those operated last year, aud may likely run 
to its full capacity before long. The demand for 
both lumber and ties is good on the coast, making a 
demand for a large number of laborers in the woods 
and at the mil's, at a somewhat advanced rate of 
wages, which in time will bring more money in cir­ 
culation and stimulate the merchandising business. 
The crop prospects for the farmers on the coast are 
very favorable, and the great number of men and 
teams to be employed in the tie business will im 
prove the home market for the fanners. 
M onterey. 
Salinas.—Salinas City contains close upon 3,000 
inhabitants. It is dependent entirely upon agri­ 
culture and flour—the only article manufactured. 
There are two mills here. The Salinas Valley Agri­ 
cultural Works have lately enlarged their premises, 
putting in a steam blast. They repair all kinds of 
agricultural machinery and engines; also manufact­ 
ure spring wagons and carriages. Ihey employ 
fifty men. There is considerable building going on, 
and more is projected. The walls of a new Catholic 
Church have been built up and the roof put on, but 
the work is suspended on account of funds. Nu-, 
merous dwelling-houses are being built and addi­ 
tions being made. The mercantile interest can be 
put at about $750,000 annually. The outlook for 
business for the coming year is excellent. There is 
not a man idle w ho is willing to work, and mer­ 
chants have all they can do for months. It will re* 
quire about 1,500 men to harvest the crops this 
coming season at their present appearance--proba­ 
bly about 800 more than there are here. The city 
has good gas and vvater-works. Besides, we have 
excellent public scIh-hjIs. Although there is no 
boom, Salinas is a thriving pi ce, and with good 
crops, of which there is now every prospect, a great 
many needed improvements will be made. 
Castroville.—The business outlook is promising. 
The crops look uniformly well, and farmers, as a 
consequence, look forward to a full harvest. Every 
interest is prospering, and though but little building 
is projected at present the near future is likely to 
develop considerable activity in this line. 
Merced* 
M erced.—The spring opens brisk in Merced and 
throughout the county, and appearances are favor­ 
able for a more than usually prosperous year in 
every line of business. The woolen mill, the flour 
mills and planing mill are all running on mostly 
full time, and in Mariposa county new energy is ap­ 
parent in mining enterprises, giving promiec of 
favorable results. 
In this plfice two large brick 
stores have just been completed and occupied, and 
another will be completed in a few’ weeks. In addi­ 
tion, several frame dwellings, a large restaurant, a 
mammoth bam, livery stable and a few smaller 
structures are in course of erection. The improve­ 
ments for the summer will depend upon the harvest, 
but it is definitely settled that the necessary build­ 
ing for manufacturing gas to light the tow n w ill be 
commenced in a short time, but no contracts have 
been made yet for other buildings. In the county 
farmers are putting up barns and farm-houses of a 
permanent character in considerable numbers. The 
harvest outlook is more than usually favorable, and 
with partially fine weather for the next three weeks 
the yield will be large aud the grain of good qual­ 
ity. The summer-fallow and early winter-plowed 
fields on the heavy soils embracing a large propor­ 
tion of the county will yield a heavy crop without 
more rain, and the late-sown and volunteer, with a 
few additional powers, will make paying crops. 
Haying w ill commence in a few days, when the de­ 
mand for labor and the harvest season will require 
a large increase of laborers in the county, to sup­ 
ply the demand. There are now remarkably few 
idle men in this section of the valley, and tramps 
are few. The harvest will open in about four weeks. 
N apa. 
N apa.—The outlook for the coining season in this 
vicinity is quite favorable. Men report business 
better than for some time past. U:.e firm, manu­ 
facturers, of leather, woo ¡-growers and taiméis, will, 
during the next three months, make improvements 
that will cost near .*10,000. At this establishment 
140 men are employed. The number will soon be 
increased 25. One million pounds of wool and 
170,000 sides of patent leather W’cre cured at this 
establishment last year. The other industries are 
iu a flourishing condition. Among the improve­ 
ments are a new school-house, a new Catholic 
Church and a new bridge across Napa river. The 
prospect is good for a h»rge yield of fruit. The 
amount of wine made this year will likely exceed 
that of any previous season, though it is yet early to 
state definitely in regard to this industry. The de­ 
mand for labor is not great, as the u arket is well 
supplied. 
St. Halrna.—St. Helena was never more Jpros 
perou?. The prospect is good for all kinds of busi­ 
ness. The manufacturing of l randy and wine is on 
the increase, and the vineyards are being multiplied 
and hard to buy. The United States bouded ware­ 
house of stone has been enlarged the part month to 
twice the size of the original building. Real estate 
is booming, and buildings are going up in all di­ 
rections. 
.\evn«in. 
N evada.—The business outlook of this place is 
at present very encouraging, and from all indica­ 
tions it will be a prosperous season. Much building 
has been done thus far this spring, and considerable 
more is contemplated. New buildings are being 
erected on lots that were formerly considered unde­ 
sirable, and real estate commands a much better 
price than it has for years. The mining interests, 
particularly in quartz, are looking up, and several 
new miues will probably be opened up hero during 
the corning summer. Mechanics and tradesmen gen­ 
erally find plenty of work to do, bin the supply of 
Utxrers of all classes is equal to the present de­ 
mand. The o|»otbng up of several new mining eu 
terpriscs may possibly increase the demand before 
a great while. 
G rans V alley. The town is steadily improving, 
and has been notably 60 for more than a year past. 
The principal business here is mining, and that is 
being prosecuted with all diligence and gratifying 
success. The greater number of the mines are 
owned and worked by home companies. In the 
town and vicinity are a great number of fine 
orchards and vineyards. The prospect for large crops 
of fruit lias never been excelled. There are many 
hay and some grain farms near here, and they are 
sure of good crops this year. Their market is right 
at home. There is no rush in the way of putting 
up new buildings, although some fine residences are 
now being constructed and others contemplated. 
There is all the labor here that is needed, and 
rather more than can find employment. This place 
has no manufacturing establishments to speak of. 
There are two foundries that repair machinen' and 
construct some of the 1 ghter affiirs used in min­ 
ing. There have been but few sales of real estate of 
late, but such as have been show an advantage to 
purchasers, when the profits on the investments are 
taken into consideration. Taken altogether, Grasp 
Valley may be said to l>e going steadily forward in 
prosperity without any parti ular b*H.in or noise. 
The town is supplied with the l**t of clear running 
water of a sufficiency for all purposes. The health 
of this placr is good. The population of the town 
and immediate vicinity is between 6,000 and 7,000. 
Placer. 
Dutch Flat.—The Baker, Polar Star, new Gold 
Hun,Bonanza and other hydraulic mines are running 
steadily, einplo)ing in the mines and ditches per­ 
haps 200 men. The Elmore Hill, Southern Cross 
and Franklin mines arc idle. The Kearaarge and 
Alabama sawmills of Towle Brothers are turning out 
vast quantities of pine and cedar lumber. The pro­ 
prietors have reeontly removed the latter mill 
4frcun Canyon crcck to Little Bear valley, and 
have completed several miles of new track, by 
which they avoid the hoist ing works that heretofore 
made a break in their narrow-gauge railroad. The 
lumber is shipped principally to Sacramento and 
Arizona. Carlin, Putnian and others are running 
saw mills on a smaller scale. About 290 men are 
employed in the lumber mills. Times are better 
and wages higher here than in other portions of the 
county, although the labor market is more than 
supplied. No new building is goiug on excep* oc­ 
casionally to replace old buildings. A brick kiln is 
much needed htre. The mining and luml>er inter­ 
ests bid fair to continue a? at present for many 
rears to come. 
A rm kn. The business outlook of this neighbor­ 
hood is very favorable. The farmers look for good 
croj<s, and preparations are being made for consid­ 
erable building the coming summer. O.ie hotel, 
burned last winter, will be rebuilt on a larger p^an, 
and another enlarged. One or tw o bnck buildings 
will be enlarged. The past winter eight or ten 
buildings were erected in various portions of the 
town', most of thorn residences, and a great deal of 
repairing and improving of dw ellings and yards has 
been done.

The recent mi .ing discoveries in the vicin­ 
ity, the pros|>ect8 of additional railroad connection 
with San Diego, and the completion of the through 
southern route is the direct cause of the recent ac­ 
tivity. Manufacturing as yet is in its infancy. Two 
planing mills, one woolen mill, one fruit-canning 
establishment, one fruit-drying establishment 
and two flouring mills constitute our pres­ 
ent manufacturing interests. With the help 
of the last few’ days’ rain we can count on a 
two-thirds grass crop ou an average. It has helped 
the mesa lauds, and somewhat damaged the bottom 
lands. The fruit c op promises a good yield. The 
late frosts damaged to Borne extent the apricots, but 
peaches, apples and other fruits will prove abund­ 
ant. The present demand for labor is limited in 
our immediate vicinity, but the San Diego Railroad 
has experienced some difficulty in getting a supply. 
San Diego. 
San Diego.—A general review of the business of 
San Diego and vicinity shows the most prosperous 
i itate of affairs in the history of the place. More 
freight is rece ved than ever before, and is constant­ 
ly increasing. Cargoes of lumber are arriving daily. 
The various blacksmith and wagon shops, iron 
works and builders are crowded with work. A 
number of fine brick buildings are in course of con­ 
struction and projected on Fifth and Sixth streets. 
Martin's new store and Hub jell k High’s new build­ 
ing are going up rapidly, as also the new gas works, 
the mains being already laid along the principal 
streets. A Telephone Exchange will soon be in op­ 
eration. Plans are completed for the Masonic Hall 
Assoc ation building, opposite the railroad offices, 
the Union building, and several other brick build­ 
ings, oi\ which construction w ill soon begin. Many 
frame buildings, storehouses, dwellings, warehouses, 
etc., are also going up. Two brickyards have all 
they can do. A third is about to be started here, 
and a fourth at National City, to supply material for 
the railroad company’s buildings, which are to be of 
brick and stone. The improvements under way at 
Nation il City by the railroad company, aside from 
its road work, involve the immediate expenditure of 
over $500,000. They are now la} ing down heavy 
water-pipe in every direction for their machine- 
shops and work*. The articles of incorporation of 
the Bay Land Improvement Conqany, composed 
chiefly of the Boston railroad men, were filed yes­ 
terday. They have 40,000 acres of land in a contin­ 
uous body, and are offering special inducements to 
the industrious class of settlers to build small 
homes and establish a productive population 
around the 
bay. 
The demand for labor 
is 
increasing, 
especially 
in 
connection 
with the railroad works, lettings for additional sec­ 
tions of the line being now in preparation. Five 
lships from Europe, bringing over 10,000 tons of 
Bessemer steel rails aud fastenings, and a ship from 
New York, with locomotives, etc., are now’afloat, 
and will begin to arrive in July. They w ill be loaded 
back with wheat at this port. The mining inter­ 
ests of the country are growing in im;»ortance daily, 
and the country is being thoroughly prospected 
with very satisfactory results. 
Two new assay 
offices are doing a good business. There are here 
tw’o quite noted mining engineers and a mineralo­ 
gist of reputation, examining the mining prospects. 
The agricultural outlook is exceedingly satisfactory. 
The yield of grain, wool and honey will be good.* 
The late rains have been very beneficial. The plant­ 
ing of vineyards and orchards is on the increase, and 
there is a stead.'growth of populat'd! of the most 
desirable class. San Francisco* 
S an F rancisco.—The general condition of trade 
and finance in this city shows some gratifying evi­ 
dences of improvement. The value of real estate is 
still far below the prices ruling five or six year® ago, 
but while it cannot be sa d that there exi ta a 
“ business boom” in any line, there is a general 
tone of permanent prosperity. Activity in building 
is not so great as at former periods, but some of 
the buildings to be erected this summer, and now 
in process of erection, are as large and fine as any 
ever erected here. Residence property is not in 
special demand, but in some portions of the city 
many new dwellings arc being erected. While the 
demand for labor is not in excess of the supply, 
there arc but few idle people and no considerable 
unemployed class. In merchandise the spring trade 
opens well, w ith fair promise of a good trade sea. 
son. One notable feature to be mentioned is the 
resumption of prospsrity in the hotels. For the 
past three months the hotel registers have shown 
a larger number of transients in the city than for 
8, veral years past. Every hotel in the city may be 
said to be doing a profitable business.

Stockton.—More building is going on and more 
in contemplation att the present time in Stockton 
than at any previous time f«»r a number of 
years 
past. 
Dwellings are multiplying rap­ 
idly in all parts of the city. They are chiefly cot­ 
tages, varying in cost from *1,500 to $4,000. The 
manufacturing interests are lively,all firmsworking 
more hands than usual at this season of the year. 
The business condition is satisfactory and the gen­ 
eral outlook is regarded as highly encouraging. 
While there is no scarcity of laborers at present, 
when the harvest season opens there will be no lack 
o! opportunity for industrious men to procure em 
ployment. Observing visitors speak in high terms 
of the business activity manifested in Stockton. 
hail Luis Ubhpu. 
Sax Luis Owsro.—Since Sunday morning 1.80 
inches of rain ha* fallen. The early and volunteer 
grain is somewhat damaged, but all late crops are 
insured, which will more than compensate the loss 
to the farmer. There will be a gret.t abundance of 
feed and large crops throughout the country. The 
business outlook for San Luis Obispo city and 
county for the coming season is better than it has 
been for the past five years. The large crops last 
year were a surprise, and in consequence a still 
larger acreage was sown this year, with the promise 
of a still larger yield than last year. Building and 
other enterprises will be projected, and the in­ 
creased demand for labor will invite a large immi­ 
gration. In conjunction with the Various other 
enterprises, thirty miles of railroad, leading from 
or near this city into Santa Barbara, are to be built 
and completed before the expiration of nine months. 
The condition and prosiiects of the various iudus 
tries >f this section are therefore more promising 
than ever before, and this county bids fair to take a 
first rank in progress and prosperity for the next 
five years.

R edwood City.—^The business outlook in this 
town and county is rather unfavorable. No new 
buildings or manufactories are projected. A com­ 
pany is prospecting for mines underneath this town 
by means of an artesian well. Another company 
commences next week prospecting for oil on the 
coait side of this county. The only manufactjries 
here are two tanneries, which are running with a 
full complement of men. There is no demand for 
labor iu any part of the county, the home supply 
being amply sufficient. The crop outlook at the 
present time is very favorable—liardly ever better, 
with a somewhat less acreage than last year.

Santa B arrara.—Santa Barbara county, from 
one end to the other, rejoices in the prospects of 
magnificent harvests. Hay cutting has commenced, 
and the yield is splendid.

All classes of cereals 
will produce enormously. Fruits of all kinds are 
bearing heavily. Flax is in blossom, an 1 promises 
handsome returns. The grazing interests are pros­ 
pering abundantlr, and the apiarists arc anticipat­ 
ing an immense crop of honey. There is general 
activity among all classes of people, tbeir enterprise 
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railroad connection with San Francisco and the 
East. Wharves are being built and enlarged, ware­ 
houses are being erected, costly residences are goin¡ 
up, and grounds are being improved. The acreage 
of arable lands is rapidlv increasing, and new life is 
being infused into every branch of mercantile and 
industrial life.

Santa Cruz. 
W at-onville.—The business outlook for this vi­ 
cinity during the coming season is very good. Crops 
are doing well, and there is every prospect for an 
abundant harvest. The late rain almost insures 
this prerfiction, a9 It remedied the drying effect of 
the recent winds, (¿uite a large amount of building 
is going on. A large flouring ir.ill is in process of 
construction. This is the second one in town. It 
will be 72 feet by 64 feet, three stories high, and the 
estimated cost is $17,000. For some time there has 
been talk of putting u p a large shoe factory in this 
place. There are two paper mills in this vicinity- 
one in process of construction, and one which lias 
been ruutiiug for some time. A beet-sugar factory 
was started at Soquel, a village a few miles from 
here. It ran a couple of years, and for some reason 
was shut dottu. It is expected that it w ill soon be 
moved to#this town, as all of the beets are grown 
here and the expense of transportation will be saved. 
The Santa Cruz Railroad, which runs between here 
and Santa Cruz, has not been in operation for a 
couple of months. During the heavy rains 
last 
season 
the 
bridge 
near 
Santa 
Cruz was washed away, and the company 
haVfe never felt able to put it up. The Dumbarton 
Company will probably purchase the road and run 
it through to Watsonville, and perhaps on south. 
Since the discontinuance of the railroad Watsonville 
and Santa Cruz have been connected by stages. 
For se\ eral years there has been some probability 
of a street car railroad connecting Watsonville with 
the beach and some beautiful lakes a few miles from 
town. If it was done, this place would grow to be 
a popular summer resort. There are two water 
companies in operation hire. One furnishes arte­ 
són water and the other gets its supply from the 
Corralitos creek. Both supply the best qua ity of 
water. Ira Thurber, a citizen of this place, recently 
purchased fifty acres of the finest land near town, 
and will plant it all in strawberries. He has had a 
large cargo of plants imported across the continent, 
and already has a portion of them under growth. 
This is probably the largest enterprise of the kind 
in the State. 
Santa C ruz.—The outlook for Santa Cruz is good, 
the probability being that this will be the best sea­ 
son since 1S76. The crops look excellent, and the 
fruit trees give indications of abundance. Little 
building will be done this year, as the city is over­ 
built, and it is better that the business and papula­ 
tion should catch up with it. There are no men 
necessarily idle hereabouts. The pipe-laying of the 
Santa Cruz Water Company and the improvements 
on the Felton flume give employment to a large 
force. The growing grain looks fine, the acreage 
being sown mostly to barley. 
Sierra* 
Dowmeyjllk.—The prospect is very promising 
fora good mining season. Spring opens about a 
month earlier than usual, and vegetation is very 
forward. The minera are all at work in the placer 
and quartz mines, and there is a demand for prac­ 
tical miners. 
Siskiyou. 
YRKKA.-^-The prospects of good crops were never 
better, all doubt havirg leen dispelled by jgood 
showers of ram during the past week. A large area 
of new ground has been seeded, ami the dr}’ weather 
since the middle of March has rendered the low­ 
lands also suitable for raising good crops. There 
has been considerable demand for labor by farmers 
this spring in putting in crops, and there will be a 
good demand at harvest time -in July and August. 
The mining interests arc also very prosperous in 
quartz, placer and river mining. About double the 
usual amount of mining will be carried on on the 
Klamath this summer by reason of the big strikes 
list season causing se "eral now companies to wing- 
darn and open down to the rich pay channel. The 
quartz ledges have been prospecting very rich this 
winter, and the quartz mountains throughout the 
ounty are full of prospecting parties. With the 
extra quantity of gold expected to be realized the 
coming summer, and the abundant cr -ps, the wealth 
of this county will be greatly increased, as the 
farming prosperity depends upon success in minin; 
since our products only find an available market at 
home for want of railroad communication. I he 
wool clip will be large and of superior quality, owin: 
to the favorable winter, and beef cattle are 
abundant b}’ having had good feed ali winter on the 
ranges. This county has improved greatly in the 
past two years, and it3 steady, gaining prosperity 
causes a demand for new buildings aud greater im­ 
provements of the farm'-', together with more ex­ 
tensive operations in mining. 
M iusta. 
Shasta.—The business outlook for the season at 
this place is very good. Merchants anticipate quite 
an increase over the previous season’d trade. Build­ 
ing will be about the sime. The demand for labor 
is moderate, and will be mostly supplied by home 
laborers. Our rainfall is.the greatest ever known at 
this place, being 106 inches. Farmers report the 
crops better than ever before known at this time of 
the year, aud anticipate large harvests. Our last 
rain has benefited the county many thousands of 
dollars. It is still very cloudy, with strong indica 
tions that we will have another storm. 
Solano* 
Dixon.— No particular barm was done by the last 
shower to t c grain that is furthest advanced, while 
it w ill be a greit ben fit to the late sown grain. On 
all the lands in the immediate vicinity of this place 
the profjiect for the wheat crop is evce lent, and it 
is believed to be on the best grades of land in all 
parts of the county. But on the second-class, or 
clayey soils, the wheat was badly drowned out in 
the early part of the winter ; so much so that in 
s me places the farmers are now plowing up 
the seeded ground for next year’s summer fallow. 
Although the coming crop, a? a whole, will fall far 
short of last year’s in amount, the warehousemen 
are considerably troubled to know what to do w ith 
it, as most of last year’s grain is still on hand, and 
farmers appear as little disjiosid as ever to sell at 
the ruling prices. In consequence of the unfavora­ 
ble state of the market, there will be fewer perma­ 
nent improvements undertaken l»v farmers than 
would otherwise be the ease ; but still a good many 
are building new barns, etc. The demand for labor 
will not be much less than in previous years, and it 
will begin in two weeks, wl.en haying will com­ 
mence. A few of the larger grain farmers are thi9 
year making arrangements to vary their productions 
by planting vineyards, mostly of w ine-grai>es, while 
quite a number of the previously existíi g raisin 
vineyards arc being added to. G. G. Briggs, the 
great Davisville rairin-maker, has planted 500 acres 
of new \ines. One party has also gone into the pro­ 
duction of olives and the manufacture of oil on quite 
an extensive scale. 
Benicia.—The old Capita! cf the State is once 
more coming to the front, atd Benicia is to-day one 
of the few growing towns in California. During the 
just year Benicia has grown considerably, and she 
now numbers nearly 3,500 inhabitants. Business is 
booming, stores are going up rapidly and fortune 
seems to smile upon all. The Baker k Hamilton 
agricultural works lately located here will expend 
this year, in getting buildings, wharves and machin­ 
ery ready, about $75,000, and will manufacture 
agricultural implements, wagons and carriages toan 
amount estimated at $500,000 annually, employing 
300 men, mostly skilled labor. The four tanneries 
here will manufacture gole, harness and fine lea’her 
to the value of $680,000, employing about 200 men. 
The cement mill—the only one on the coast—will 
turn out about 10,000 barrels of cement, weighing 
on an average 276 pounds each, valued at $250,000. 
There are about 4^ men employed. It is expected 
that the fine flour mill, which has been shut down 
for some time, will turn out 300 barrels a day w ben 
it starts up. The water works are now completed 
and supply great quantities of water from an ele­ 
vation oí 190 feet, employing 15 men. The United 
States Arsenal here employs about 35 skilled labor­ 
ers, and supplies one-third of the whole coun­ 
try with munitions and accoutrements of war 
Thirty men are employed in the management of 
the monster ferry-boat Solano, which transfers the 
overland trains from Benicia to South Benicia 
(Port Costa). It is estimated that seventy-five Ships 
will load with grain at our wharves this year, taking 
over 100,000 tons. Over twenty-five boats are con­ 


front of Benicia, and it is carefully estimated that 
the catch will amount during the time from April 
1st to June 30th to 52,000 salmon —an average of 
thirty fish to each boat per day. A gas company 
has been incorporated, and a contract let to supply 
the city with gas by the 1st of September next. 
The company will employ about twenty men. Three 
thousand feet of streets will be graded and side­ 
walks laid during the present month. The new 
railroad, to connect Sonoma, Santi Rosa and Napa 
with Benicia, will be built this year. Building is 
going on ali over our city. 
It is estimated 
that about 100 buildings will be erected here during 
this year, at an expense, including projected wharves 
at the warehouse, of $500,000. The amount of busi­ 
ness done at the Postoffice during the first quarter 
of this year shows an increase of one-third over the 
last quarter of J8S0. Our five schools, all of which i 
have well established reputations, are iu a flourish- 
condition. There are 7,000 acres of cultivated 
land iu this townsnip. Wheat is the principal ce­ 
real raised. There will be a greater demand for 
labor, both skilled and unskilled, duruig the year 
here than in any other towrn in the State. The late 
appropriation of $60,000 for the rebuilding of the 
machine shops and other improvements at the Ar 
senal will cause the employment of a number of 
men. 
Rio Vista.—About .66 of an inch of rain fell here 
during the storm of Sunday last. Farmers are in 
good spirits over the crop prospect, their only regret 
being that the acreage is not up to the average. On 
the islands the outlook is better than was antici­ 
pated two months ago. Strips of the higher land 
along the levees are being cultivate»], and in some 
localities quite a respectable crop will be produced. 
The horticultural interests have suffered much lesj 
than was feared. 
Sonom a* 
Petaluma.—The business outlook of Petaluma 
and vicinity for the coming season is promising, 
much more so than at this time last year. The erec­ 
tion during the coming summer of a magnificent 
building by the Masonic fraternity of this city is 
contemplated. The funds are on hand, and the 
building in all probabilit} will be erected. A num­ 
ber of private residences are in course of construc­ 
tion, and the erection of several others contem­ 
plated. The work of straightening Petaluma creek 
will be resumed within the next two or three 
months, under the appropriation of $8,000 recently 
made by Congress. Petaluma possesses c nsider- 
able manufacturing interests. There are carriage 
and wagon manufactories, a broom factory, pottery, 
saddle-tree factory, two stone-cuttiug establish­ 
ments, and a tanner}-, all of which arc doing a good 
business. The crop outlook in this section has im­ 
proved ten per cent, within the past month. It is 
true the acreage sown to grain is less than last year, 
but the weather has beeu most propitious for the 
late sowing, and a fair average crop is now antici­ 
pated. The hay crop will be immense. Dairymen 
are having a prosj>erous season, and will have a 
prosperous year, while the orchardists say the fruit 
crop promises to be unprecedentedly large. Taking 
all these fact9 into consideration, the business out­ 
look for the city and vicinity the coming season is 
most flattering. 
Hsaldsburg.—About twenty per cent, less wheat 
is planted in Russian River valley this season than 
usual. Six hundred acres have been set to grapes 
this spring, and are doing unusually well. Gross 
yas never better. Sheep came out finely, with little 
loss of lambs. Shearing wiP commence in a week. 
Corn-planting is nearly over, and the prospects for 
all crops are flattering. 
Windsor.—This hamlet and vicinity is generally 
prosperous. 1 lie business outlook is good, and the 
building prospects tolerable. The crop pr«>spect3 
are excellent for the late sowing, and the acreage 
is fully as large as usual. The late rains will make 
the crop as good as usual, or better. The acreage 
in grapes will be more than doubled this spring, 
with good prospects for a good stand, and many 
fanners are increasing their orchards. The late rain 
will make pasturing good, and stockmen are happy. 
The demand for labor is good, but the local supply 
equals the demand. 
Cloykrdale.—1The business outlook for Clover- 
dale and vicinity is more promising than ever before. 
There is not a vacant house in towrn, but a demand 
exists for twenty or thirty. The business houses 
are a>l doing well. Stock men say that feed is bet­ 
ter than for years. The w’ool yield will be extra and 
unusually heavy, and the percentage of lambs car­ 
ried through is large. The fruit crop is far ad­ 
vanced, and all that could be desired. 
Four 
hundred acres of vines have been planted this ye:r, 
and the late rains have insured an exceflcnt stand­ 
ard. A new winery will be erected immediately, 
and a new and extensive warehouse is iu contem­ 
plation. There is a considerable demand for farms 
and stock ranges. There has been no heavy frost 
tiiia season, and trees and shrubbery are further ad­ 
vanced than at any other point north of the bay. 
We hear of no complaints in any of the different 
branches of trade. Money is comparatively easy, 
ahd there is no lack of work for the industrious.

Modesto.—Owing to the late rains the business 
outlook-for the coming season is looking upward, 
with the prospect of large crops. A large number 
of buildings, both business and private, have been 
commenced and in contemplation. There is also a 
largo plow factory in course of erection. The pres­ 
ent prospects will warrant the employment of a 
large number of mechanics and laborers the coming 
season. 
T u lare. 
H anford.—Several Anns will remove their present 
buildings and erect of brick as soon as material can 
be had. It is said that the Freeman Hotel is to be 
enlarged to double its present capacity. A new hall 
SO feet in length is in course of erection. A new 
school-house and two churches have recently been 
completed, and a Catholic church will be built this 
summer. Twenty five emigrants arrived here from 
Missouri a few day8 ago.

Woodland.—The spring business may now i;e 
considered fairly open. Our merchants have all 
laid in good stocks, and trade with them is good. 
The agricultural implement houses are also prepar­ 
ing, by laying in heavy stocks of machine mowers 
and horse rakes, for the very heavy hay crop now- 
assured and nearly ready to be cut. Summer fallow 
and volunteer wheat and bariey are heading out, 
with a prospect of an abundant yield.

Wheatland.—The business outlook of this place 
was never better. Since the fire of last fall the 
burnt district has been replaced with brick. This 
season ihe I. O. O. F. will put up a $10,009 hall. 
There will also be several improvements made iu 
other jntrts of the town. The San Francisco Copper 
Company, at Spenceville, are making substantial 
improvements. The miue is now established on a 
permanent basis. About 125 men are employed 
steadily. As the mine is developed more men arc 
put to work. There is evsry prospect of quite a de­ 
mand for labor. The levees and dam will have to 
lie repaired aud some new work started. Probably 
from 600 to 800 men will find work on our river for 
several mouths this fall. The harvest prospects arc 
very encouraging. The storm cf las. week was a 
bles ing to the farmers of this community. With 
the exception of a few- low places, the erop^ w ill be 
fully up to the standard of last year. Our ware­ 
houses are full oí last year’s grain.

(It may be added to the foregoing that the busi­ 
ness outlook in Sacramento is good Trade has 
been dull for a few weeks, owing to sections being 
cut off by high wa’ers ; but the tone of business is 
being rapidly restored. Much building is going on ; 
all the local industries are being actively prosecuted ; 
few men are out of employment; real estate prices 
have stiffened, and the general outlook is very 
promising.]

The Assembly met at 10 A. m., Speaker Park? m the 
chair. 
Mr. MuCalliox hud indefinite leave of absence on 
account of sickness'. 
Mr. Cam ron, from the Apportionment Committee, 
reported hack S. B. 2 (Senate and Assembly ¡Dis­ 
tricts) with amendment? and recommendation that 
it pass as amended. Also, that the resolution of 
Mr. Kellogg be referred to the Judiciary Committee. 
Mr. P latt, from the Apportionment Committee,

Mr. Mason, from the Committee on Mileage, re­ 
ported the names of committee clerks e titled to 
mileage in ease the minority report of the Judiciary 
Committee be adopted. 
Mr. K ellogg introduced a resolution providing 
lor the payment of mileage to twenty five officers 
and attaches of the Assembly. The resolution was 
debated at length. The House refused to lay the 
resolution on the table. Mr. McClure moved to 
amend by striking out all the names except those of 
the Chief Clerk and Minute Clerk. The amendment 
prevailed — 35 to 29. 
Resolution as amended 
adopted. 
Senate messages we re taken up, and A. B. 12 (de­ 
ficiency bill for legislative expenses for the thirty- 
second year, etc.), considered as amended and the 
House concurred iu the Senate amendments—60 
to 9.The resolution of Mr Kellogg, reported by the 
Apportionment Committee, was taken up. It recites 
that no sufficient census returns have betm received, 
and that the attempt to apportion Senatorial and 
Assembly districts is useless and partisan, and there­ 
fore no apportionment bill should be passed. The 
committee advised a refereuce of the resolution to 
the Judiciary Committee. An attempt to debate it 
was mide, when Mr. L aixk took the ]x>iot of order 
that under Rule 8 a motion to refer cannot be de 
bated. The C hair held the point well taken. Mr. 
R eynolds excepted, holding that Rule 8 applied 
only to bills. The Ciiair adhered to its ruling. Ihe 
House referred the resolution. 
(Mr. Fraser in the chair.) The consideration of 
S. B. No. 4 (highways and roads) was resumed. The 
question was on the reconsideration of the motion 
bv which there was stricken from Section 2641 the 
clause providing that Hoad Commissioners shall re­ 
ceive no compensation The reconsideration vas 
had—45 to 15. Mr. R eynolds offered an amend 
raeot which was ruled out of order, amidet much 
confusion aril a noisy disregard for order. Mr.
